A few years ego A. C. McClurg & Co..
of Chicago published a volume of
Horatian translations entitled ~Echoes
.Frnm the Sabive Farm,” by Eugene
and Bosewell Martin  Field The
edition was a handeome and rather
costly one and was hmited to five
hundred copies,  The Library of  the
state university owns copy 08 The
work has recently been reprinted in
chesper form. I should not exactly call
them trapslations, they are rather
maods raiza'ions.  They are certainly free
from the lumbering, literal, pedantic air
vhich has so long imbued transiations
from Horace. Perhaps thev are a little
too free, but they certuinly have more
of the spirit of that ancient and joviai
Roman than the labored rendering.
of the Doctors  of  philology. The
amusing thing about them is that they
usually lack the classical elegance ard
poesy of Horace while they retain and
exaggerate all his rakish humor.  Mr.
Field trunslates that famous closing
ode of the first book thus:

“Boy, I detest the Persian pomp;

I hate those linden bark devices;

And as for roses, Holy Moses!

They can’t be got at living prices.

_\[‘\-ﬂh» is good enough  us,

For you. as boarer of my 'aon;

For me, supine benta‘h this vine.

Doing my best to get a jag on.”
The following is Mr. Field's translation
of an ode Horace wrote to get even
with one of hie old sweethearts whose
charms had commenced to fade. Mr.
Field calis it “The Roastiog of Lydia,”
and it is a roast indeed.
